occasioned endless delay in hand- 
ling exservlce men's cases and 
put them to unfair expen-e. To 
remedy these evils the Kepublican 
Congress passed a measure, romhin- 
ing all agencies dealing with t x terv 
ice men under the Veterans' Bureau.
